! Permits to operate cars or 
trucks during blackouts are to be 
few and far between, and will be 
for only very necessary services 
such as public utility cars and 
possibly air raid observers in ad- 
dition to police cars and emer- 
gency vehicles, it was made clear 
by the county defense council this 
week, 

No such permits are being is- 
sued by Upland rulice, it was de- 
clared by Chief of Police E. C. 
Mehl. Any vehicles which may 
operate in this district during 
| blackouts in addition to police 
cars and emergency vehicles must 
obtain the necessary permits 
through the office of Sheriff Em- 
mett L. Shay, Chief Mehl said. 

Under a county ordinance, cars 
‘can operate during a blackout in 
San Bernardino county and cities 
only upon permit issued by the 
sheriff's office or by the chiefs of 
;police of San Bernardino, Red- 
lands, Colton or Ontario. 

According to a report made to 
the county defense council, var- 
ious state agencies have.been is- 
suing permits for operation. of 
‘cars during blackouts. To clar- 
‘ify the matter, the county coun- 
jcil is preparing for a showdown 
hse licensing jurisdiction. 

“The situation not only leads to 
| confusion, but it is contrary to 
\the county ordinance,” said C. EB. 
lGrier. “With the permission of 
ithe defense council, I am going 
to order the arrest of every per- 
son operating without a permit 
issued in the county.”
